SAN PEDRO, Jan. 16~C. J. Laoh-
man, manager of the Cresceat Whart
and Warchouse company, who has

“These refineriea have cortain nd-
vantages over those at San Francls
co, hesides gaving the rail or trans-
fer gteamer haul on the sugar distrib-
uted over the Southwest. San Pe-
dro Is a day nearer Honolulu than San
Francisco, and the saving to planters
ang jobhers would be conslderable if
part of the esugar were shipped
through Sap Pedro. Passenger traf-
fic would also lie helped immensely
by a new line direct to Los Angeles.’

Future Prospects Bright.

Mr. Lehman adds, however, that
there Is little prospect at the present
time of getting sugar shipments
through San Pedro, although the
prospects are bright for the future.
